In that dosoription I pointed ont the difficul- 
ties which I have already alluded to, and others 
which I-have not to-day dealt with in dotail, In, 


. some cases effective answors were given j in

to optimiatioforecasts. I will confess that Iwas 


* myself a willing convert, and wished if possible 


to give'the import dutios a trial -Asgaming that 
import duties are levied on intoxicating liqaors, 
three methods of collection present themselves, 
‘First, by.s. contract—under-tender, leaving tho 
contractor to provide all machinery’ for collec: 
tion. It is not fair to call suck a systom by tho 
name of farm, for no monopoly, eithor. of 
import or of mannfacture is given, ond it ix 
simply o contract for tho collection of duties 
instead of the Government collecting them. 


Ono drawback to this system, as I have slready 


pointed: out. in connection with the resolu. 
tion ‘regarding, Hoence foos, is. thet. the 
contractor's profits form an. oxtra burden:

The stringency with which that soarch is 
prosecuted will entirely , depend upon the 
co-operation of’ tho firms in. the “Colony 
to assist the Government in prevont- 
ing smuggling if they cannot do 
it alone. X. om told that the intimate’ knowl. 
edgo which the various firma havé .of. each 
other will. be sufficient to pravent any system- 
stic smuggling, I oan assure yon thera is 
no one st this table who is more jeatously 
anxious to aafoguorl Hongkong ss a froo port 
than I ana myself. (Applause.) Wo propose to 
provide onlya small preventive sorvice, relying, 
as I said, on the co-operation of the big firms in 
the Colony, on the heavy pensltics ogainst any 
‘offenders under this. Ordinanoe, and tho risk to.

anyone who contravenes it.. Liquor, afterall, 
is not like drugs. “It is a bulky article. The 
profit on smuggling it could only be worth while 
if the smuggling takes place in large quantities, 
wheroas the profit on a single caso’ of morphia- 
is vory large.. The aole object of the Govern- 
ment in introducing this Bill isto raise 
revenue on intoxicating Uquors in a way that 
will cause loast-inconvenionce to the community 
and the least disturbance to trade.
